Enormous Damage Already, Says Per- 
ret—People in Fiight While Sol- 
diers Strive to Stay Panic.

NICOLOSI, ON SLOPES OF MOUNT 
ETNA, Sicily, March 25.—To-night I 
am at the edge of the eruption of 
Mount Etna and the sight is extraor- 
dinarily impressive. 

The hills of lava are slowly moving 
forward. They are like great ramparts, 
and burning cascades of fire fall down 
from them. I could see from the top 
of a hill near here about fifteen miles 
of blazing lava. 

Fnormous crowds of people aré 
watching the progress of the molten 
mass. The air is full of sparks, and 
cinders are raining down on the spec- 
tators, upon whom also snow has been 
falling. 


Advancing Two Feet a Minuie. 


CATANIA, Sicily, March 25.—From the 
top of the old crater of Mount Etna vol- 
umes of white smoke are issuing to-night, 
while from the new craters that have 
formed lava is gushing. From time to 
time large incandescent masses explode 
with loud detonations and emissions of 
black smoke. From Catania and along 
the entire railway surrounding Etna thou- 
eands of persons are watching the vol- 
cano, following with telescopes the prog- 
ress of the eruption. 

It has now been ascertained that the 
openings from which the lava is ifssuing 
reimber fourteen. The heat from the 
currents is so intense that it ts impossi- 
ble to approach nearer than 150 feet of 
them. The progress down the mountain 
side now averages fifteen feet every 
seven minutes. 

Late to-night it was 
probable that the streams would pass 
between Borrello and Nicolosi without 
touching them. These streams have al- 
ready surpassed in volume those of the 
eruption of 1892, but changing their 
courses just as they reached Belpasso 
and Nicolosi they invaded the main roads 
near these two villages, which now seem

villagers are still fearful, however, 
in both places soldiers are camped 
the square2z to avert a panic, while the 
Mayors and parish priests are herolcally 
ministering to the needy. 

The people are pleading for assistance. 
especially for carts in which to remove 
their household effects from the volcanic 
region. The Government has turned over 
to the Prefect $2,000 with which to give 
assistance. 


Cardinal Francica Nava, Archbishop of | 


Catania, who returned to-day to the scene 
of the eruption, promised to bring back 
to the people of Nicolosi and Belpasso the 
veil of St. Agatha, which they believe 
has the power to stop the advancing lava. 

Prof. Ricco, the Director of the observ- 
atory on the volcano, despite a narrow 
escape from death to-day, when he was 
caught in a flurry of smoke and cinders, 
has returned to the lava fields. To thos> 
who advised prudence he replied: *‘ My 
post is now there.” Frank A. Perret of 
rooklyn, who is attached to the Royal 
Observatory on Mount Vesuvius, arrived 
here to-day, and proceeded 
to the scene of the eruption.

Enormous Damage Says Perret. 

On his arrival at Nicolosi this evening 
Mr. Perret sent the following telezram to 
Catania: 

“The great eruption continues with 
unabated violence. The craters’ con- 
stantly are throwing out liguid fire and 
“ock to a height of twenty meters. It is 
a magnificent thougn terrifying spectacle. 

“The lava has flowed ten kilometers 
(about seven miles) in two days. The 
tower end of the stream is 200 meters 
broad and 6 meters high. The stream is 
‘advancing 60 meters per hour, destroying 
vineyards and houses. 

“Enormous damage to property has 
been done. The Alpine Club's refuge has 
been destroyed. 

“The lava will reach and partly de- 
stroy Borrello and Belpasso within three 
days if present conditions continue. Ni- 
colosi is not in danger. 

“There is now little smoke from the 
eruption. The central crater is inactive, 
but there are prolonged rumblings within 
it. The explosions from the side craters 
are very terrifying.

The lava does not form in a crust around 
trees, but igniter them.

“I hope soon to visit the mouths which 
have not as yet been visited by any one. 
‘The entire path of the ascent of the vol- 
cano is covered with burning lava, in 
some places shallow and other deep.

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AMERICAN VESSELS SEIZED. 


Madriz Using Them Against Insurgents 
—Kimball Refuses to Interfere. 
BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, March 25.— 
The American-owned schooners Lark and 
Esfuerzo hgwe been seized by Emigue 
Espinoza, a brother of Rodolfo Espinoza, 
former Nicaraguan Minister to the United 


States. They were seized in the name of 
the Constitutional Government and taken 
to Greytown and turned over to the troops 
of President Madriz to be used as trans- 
ports. The strength of Madriz at Grey- 
town is about 2,000 men. 

The owners of the vessels made a pro- 
test to the American Consul against the 
seizure, and he notified the commander 
of the gunboat Paducah, which sailed im- 
mediately for Greytown to secure the 
release of the schooners. The Paducah, 
however, returned here to-day without 
the Lark and Esfuerzo, having received 
instructions fron: Rear Admiral Kimball 
that if they were flying a foreign flag they 
were not to be interfered with. 

This decision of Rear Admiral Kimball, 
it is said, will entirely stop commerce 
between Bluefields and Prinzapulca, 
which is the port of entry for the mining 
camps, and which does a large American 
business, as the owners of the remaining 
American vessels fear that they will be 
seized and held.

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 25.— 
Agents of both Madriz and Estrada are 
active in New Orleans. The Estradists, 
according current rumor, have or- 
ganized a filibustering expedition here 
of 500 men equipped with arms and am- 
munition brought by rail from New York. 
The munitions of war are stored away 
in some warehouse, it is said, and only 
two of the leaders are aware of its lo- 
cation. Meantime advices from Nica- 
ragua state that the insurgents have se- 
sured funds to further the cause. Uin- 
confirmed rumor has it that the funds 
were supplied by American merchants 
in Bluefields. Some force is lent to this 
humor by the chartering of two ships by 
the agents of the Estrada forces. 

Madriz’'s representatives in the Tnited 
States, including Luis Corea, who had 
much to do with the position assumed by 
Mexico just prior to Zelaya'’s abdication, 
are here working to prevent the sailing of 
the Estradist expedition. 

Cable advices received here to-day by 
agents of the Madrizg Government an- 
nounced that the converted yachts Lark 
and Esfuerzo, recently captured by the 
Madriz forces, had arrived at Greytown 
and were being used there in assembling 
an army which will proceed against Blue- 
fields.

S. F. Hyman Gets Judgment Against | 


New York Phonograph Company. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., 
Unless the decision of Justice Keogh, re- 
corded to-day, is reversed by the 
court, Samuel F. 
chester County. Hyman obtained a len 
for $131,625 against the New York Phono- 
graph Company, which ts one-half the 
amount received by the company in set- 
tlement of more than 400 suits against 
phonograph parlors and supply houses 
throughout the country begun by Mr. 
Hyman in 1906. 

In that year Hyman made a contract 
with the company, which claimed the 
exclusive right to the patents on Edison 
phonographs, to do its legal business for 
a yearly fee of $5,000 and the right to 
use the phonographs for amusement 
purposes. Soon afterward the National 
Phonograph Company and Thomas Edi- 
son obtained an injunction limiting the 
public use of phonographs, and Hyman 
was therefore unable to get the benefit 
of his contract. 

He was authorized to bring about 400 
actions against the proprietors of slot 
machine exhibition parlors, phonograph 
supply houses, and others, and then fn 
1909, after the suits had been In litigation 
for several years, he was deposed as 
attorney and Levintritt, Cook & Nathan 
substituted. 

The pending actions, which were for 
sums aggregating $405,000, were settled 
for $263,250, and Hyman brought suit for 
one-half the amount and won it.

DUMA TOLDS ITS DUTY. 


New President Guchkoff Says Russian 
Executive Is Responsible to Czar Only. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 25.—-Alexan- 
der J. Guchkoff assumed the Presidency 
of the Duma to-day. In reply to the per- 
sistent attacks on the Constitution and in 
outlining a programme of legislation he 
drew the same sharp distinction between 
constitutionalism and  parliamentarism 


that Premier Stolypin has emphasized on 
several occasions. 

The keynote of the speech is found in 
the following statement: ‘‘ The peaceful 
development of Russia is possible under 
present conditions only under a constitu- 
tional, monarchical, but unparliamentary 
régime, based upon & popular representa- 
tive body with wide legislative powers 
and the right of supervising the adminis- 
tration, and a strong executive respon- 
sible only to the monarch and not to po- 
litical parties.’’

Three Died, Kneeling in Prayer. 


They were found together in one corner 
of the wrecked bullding.

By 12:30 o’clock seven bodies had been 
recovered, and an hour later four more 
had been brought out. The twelfth was 
found soon afterward.

Dr. Darlington said that the provision 
in the Sanitary Code forbidding the sale 
of carbolic acid, except under the most 
rigid regulations, was an absolute neces- 
sity, and cited in support of it that in the 


year (1906) following the adoption of the! 


provision the number of suicides from 
carbolic acid in this city dropped from 
542 to 36 persons. 

“The day of patent medicines,” said 
Dr. Darlington,’’ is passing. More per- 
sons die of consumption as a result 
taking these patent medicines than from 
any other cause, for they take the com- 
pounds instead of consulting a good doc- 
tor, who would tell them what to do to

KEPT GAME OUT OF SEASON. 


State Now Wants Oold Storage House 
to Pay $147,435 Penalty. 


Supreme Court Justice Greenbaum 
handed down a Gecision’ yesterday in 
which he refused to allow the interposi- 
tion of an amended answer in a suit 
brought by the Forest, Fish and Game 
Commission to collect $147,485 in pen- 
alties from the Harrison Street Cold 
Storage Company for having game birds 
unlawfully in its possession during the 
closed season of 1909. 

Edward J. McCabe, Secretary of the 
cold stcrage company, made affidavit on 
information and belief that the Forest, 
Fish and Game Commission had com- 
promised and settled its claims for pen- 
alties against the owners of the contra- 
band game and alleged that the collec- 
tion of what he characterized as a “‘ sec- 
ond penalty’ would be illegal. He also 
set forth that the game came to the cold 
Storage plant tagged ‘‘ meat and poultry,”’ 
and that his company accepted it in good 
faith without knowledge of its real na- 
ture. He mentioned A. Waldman, E. 
Weiss, and Heineman Brothers, as the 
depositors of the game. 

Ellis J. Staley of the 
commission submitted an affidavit in 
which he said that no other action had 
ever been begun to collect penalties aris- 
ing from the seizure of the game in ques- 
10n, 

The birds seized and on which penalties 
are demanded were 277 ducks, $6,985; 
1,022 quail, $25,610; thirteen woodcock, 
$385; 678 grouse, $66,885: 1,750 Wilson 
Snipe, English snipe, yellow legs, jack 
snipe, bay snipe, plover and rail birds, 
$43,810; 148 pheasants, $3,760. 

The original answer submitted ‘was a 
general denial of all the allegations of 
the commission.

DALZELL HEADS NEW 
RULES COMMITTEE 


Chosen After House Unanimously 
Elects Ten Members Chosen 
by the Party Caucus. 








FITZGERALD RANKS LOWEST 





Democrats Put Three Members Ahead 
of Him, Barring Him from the 
Possible Chairmanship, 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—By a unani- 
mous vote the House to-day formaily 
elected the new Committee on Rules. Im- 
mediately after its ratification the Rules 
Committee withdrew and perfected its or- 
ganization, Representative John Dalzell 
of Pennsylvania being named as Chair- 
man. 

The committee will hold another session 
within a few days, as soon as a@ room is 
provided for it. It requested the Com- 
mittee on Accounts to authorize a clerk, 
and also asked that a room in the Capitol 
building be set aside for its use. The 
committee to-day did not go into any 
extended discussion of {ts duties. A mulii- 
tude of bills of various kinds, most of 
them demanding investigation, were left 
over by the old committee. 

According to the resolution offered by 
Representative Currier of New Hamp- 
shire, who was Chairman of the Repub- 
lican caucus, .the ten members of the 
new committee will rank as follows: Dal- 
zell of Pennsylvania, Smith of Iowa, Bou- 
tell of Illinois, Lawrence of Massachu- 
setts, Fassett of New York, and Smith of 
California, Republicans, and Clark of Mis- 
sourl, Underwood of Alabama, Dixon of 
Indiana, and Fitzgerald of New York, 
Democrats. 

The Democrats are ranked according to 
the votes each got in the caucus, and not 
because of previous service. This ex- 
plains why tzgerald, who was on the 
old Committee on Rules, is named last. 

The ranking of Mr. Fitzgerald was re- 
garded as rather significant. In the event 
that the next House is Democratic the 
second ranking Democratic member on 
the Rules Committee will be the logical 
successor to the Chairmanship, taking it 
for granted that Champ Clark will be 
elected Speaker. As the committee now 
stands this would mean that Mr. Under- 
wood of Alabama would be Chairman, 
and he would not be so acceptable, per- 
haps, to the Republicans as Mr. Fitz- 


gerald, who is regarded as a liberal on 
the rules question. 


LICENSE “INFLUENCE” SOLD, 


Mayor Investigating Charges Bringing 
in Alderman Markert’s Name. 


Mayor Gaynor recetved complaints re- 
cently that money was being extorted 
from downtown peddlers in return for in- 
fluence to obtain LUcenses for them. It 
was charged that acquaintances of Alder- 
man George Markert were collecting the 
money. The Mayor directed W. G. 
Meloney, his executive secretary, to in- 
Vestigate the matter. 

Secretary Meloney reported yesterday 
that he had learned that Alderman Mar- 
kert had persuaded Supt. Oliver of the 
License Bureau to grant licenses to three 
peddlers by showing to Mr. Oliver three 
certificates on blanks of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society conveying the impression 
that the three peddlers had large families 


and were being supported by the society. 
Mr. Meloney reported that the three ped- 
dlers were not being supported by the 
society and that Alderman Markert filled 
in the certificates. 








A letter, said to be in the handwritting 


of Alderman Markert, was also produced, 
addressed to ‘‘ The Officer of the Dis- 
trict,’’ directing the ‘‘officer’’ to allow 
the bearers to use their pushcarts, as he 
(the Alderman) was going to get licenses 
for them through the Board of Aldermen. 

Two peddlers, according to the report, 
had further testified to having paid $19 
and $6 on account of payments for 
licenses.

| LAWS’ UNFAIRNESS TO WOMEN 


Mrs. Johnston-Wood Issues Pamphlet 
Showing Discrimination in This State. 


Harriette M. Johnston-Wood, a member 
of the New York Bar, has issued a 
pamphiet ennumerating the ‘‘ Laws Dis- 
criminating Against Women in the State 
of New York.” ‘These laws are outlined 
as follows: 


MARRIED WOMEN, 

The services of the wife in and about the 
household belong to the husband, This in- 
cludes taking boarders, nursing the sick, &c. 

A wife cannot make a binding contract 
with her husband to pay her for services 
within or without the household, 

‘The joint earnings of husband and wife 
belong to the husband. 

The husband may recover for services per- 
formed by him for his wife, under agree- 
ment, 








REAL PROPERTY, 

The wife is entitled to dower, 1. e., the 
use for life of but one-third of the husband's 
real property, though she may have helped 
to accumulate it. 

The husBand its entitfed to courtesy in the 
wife's real property, 1. e., the use of the 
whole for life, if a child has been born 
alive. 

The wife's real estate descends to the 
husband when she dies leaving no heirs of 
her blood. 

The husband’s real estate never under any 
circumstances descends to the wife, even 
though she may have helped to accumulate 
it. In default of heirs of his blood his real- 
ty escheats to the State. 

PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

Under the Statute of Distribution the wife 
is entitled to one-half of the personal prop- 
erty of the husband when he dies Intestate 
and without descendants. 

The husband is entitled to all of the per- 
sonal property of the wife when she dies 
intestate and without descendants. 

Furniture, household effects, &c., that 
cannot be shown to belong absolutely to the 
wife belong to the husband. 

DIVORCE. 

In case of a divorce dissolving the mar- 
riage contract for the misconduct of the

GUILTY OF TAKING REBATES. 


Plea. Entered by Adrian Gips of Hol- 
land-America Line. 


Adrian Gips, the General Agent of the” 
Holland-America Steamship Line in this 
country, pleaded guilty before Judge Holt 
in the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday to indictments charging a viola- 
tion of the Hepburn law in receiving re- 
bates from railroad companies. The plea 
was entered to one count in each of two 





bates from the Wabash and Central Ver- 
mont Railroads on specific shipments. 

United States District Attorney Wise 
agreed to accept the plea, and then asked, 
Judge Holt to impose a substantial pun- | 
ishment. The court imposed a fine of | 
$2,000 in each case, making $4,000 in all. | 

The Hepburn law provides for a $20,000 | 
fine and imprisonment as well. It was) 
said by Charles Burlingham, of counsel | 
for Gips, that the agreement was made} 
while the Elkins law was in effect and 
before the Hepburn law was passed. 
There was no denial, however, that re-| 
bates had been received by the Holland- 
America Company since the Hepburn law 
was passed, 

There was a question, Mr. Burlingham 
said, whether the steamship company 
could be regarded as a shipper, but in- 
stead of carrying the case to the highest 
courts he had advised Mr. Gips that the | 
easiest way out was to plead as he had | 
done. He assured the court that it would | 
never happen again. 

Fifty or more counts were contained 
in all the indictments found. 

The Holland-America, as United States 
District Attorhey Wise explained, accept- 
ed freight in Europe for interior points 
of destination here and got its refunds 


from the railroads it favored in the ship- 
ments.

STRONGER BRIDGE NEEDED. 


Williamsburg Structure to be Put in 
Shape for Heavy Subway Cars. 


Bridge Commissioner Martin appeared 
before the Corporate Stock Budget Com- 
mittee of the Board of Estimate yester- 
day and was questioned about his recent 
statement that nearly $1,000,000 would 
have to be spent for strengthening the 
Williamsburg Bridge. 

‘* About $709,000 will have to be spent 
to strengthen the bridge before the sub- 
way trains of the proposed Broadway-La- 
fayette Avenue line can pass over it,”’ 
said the Commissioner. ‘‘ The bridge 
should be reinforced by two supporting 
towers under each land span and support- 
ing towers under each end of the central 
span.” ; 

Commissioner Martin said that it might 
prove necessary to discontinue the run- 
ning of elevated trains over the bridge 
after the subway trains began running 
over it. 


LONG ISLAND CANAL PLANS. 


Bill In to Authorize Surveys of Pro- 
posed Flushing-Jamaica Waterway. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 25.—In the Assembly 
to-day Mr. Wilsnack of Queens intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the State En- 
gineér to prepare surveys and plans for 
the construction of an artificial water- 
way, with terminal facilities, to connect 
Flushing Bay, on the North Shore of 
Long Island, with Jamaica Bay, on the 
South Shore of Long Island, by way of 
Flushing Créek. The bill directs that a 
report on plans and the estimated cost 
be presented to the Legislatur@ in 1911. 
The waterway is intended for the ac- 
commodation of canal barges and: freight- 
carrying vessels used on the inland waters 
of the State. 

Lindon Bates, Jr., of New York intro- 
duced in the Assembly to-day a bill 
amending the penal law by making it a 
misdemeanor, punishable by imprison- 
ment or fine, to advertise a sale as a 
receiver’s sale if no receiver competent 
to conduct such sale has been appointed 
by a State or Federal court.

It is an 
excellent thing to give a performance of 
this, one of the noblest, most beautiful 
and touching of all great chora) works 
in Passion Week. But it would be a still 
raore excellent thing to give a truly fine, 
vital, eloquent performance of it, thor- 
oughly studied. wholly understood, per- 
fectly mastered bv all those who take 
part.in it. It is regretful to have to say 
that last evening's performance was not 
such a@ one. 

The singine of t} 
ways lifted above the perfunctory. 
attacks were sometimes uncertain: 
second and third notes of entrances 
phrases were usually given with more 
confidence and sung by more singers than 
the -first. Nor was the singing always 
marked by positive and clear-cut rhythm 
or by life and animation and the thrill of 
enthusiasm. The orchestra was at times 
sluggish. The flutes and oboes in those 
obbligato passages that Bach loved to as- 
sociate with the solo voices, were admir- 
abivy played. There was one of those 
pianos modified to imitate the harpsi- 
chord, that are much in favor now in the 
performance of the older music, used in 
tha accompaniment, and its effect was 
excellent. The organ was, of course, 
also usod in the accompaniment. 

The solo singers were not all thoroughly 
at home in their music and the style of 
it. Miss Janet Spencer, contralto, and 
George Hamlin, tenor, who has the long 
and arduous part of the evangelist, were 
most successful, though Mr. Hamlin’s 
voice had not all its fullness and vi- 
brancy. But he declaimed with appro- 

riate expression, without sentimentaliz- 
ing perfectly plain narrative passages, 
and enunciated so that all he sang could 
be understood. Mr. Biden, baritone, ta 
whom falis the music of Jesus, might 
have taken a suggestion from Mr. Ham- 
lin. His singing and declamation were 
heavy, uniformly overburdened with so- 
lemnity, and afflicted with excessive 
portamento effects. Mr. Witherspoon in 
the bass passages was excellent; there 
was much to be wished for in beauty of 
vocal quality, steadiness of tone, and 
mastery of the significance of Bach’s 
music on the part of Mrs. Jane Osborn- 
Hannah, who sang the soprano part.

CINCINNATI, Ohto, March 25.—After 
debating for five hours the National 
Baseball Commission adjourned here late 
to-day without taking and definite action 
regarding the application of Johnny Kling 
for reinstatement into the ood graces of 
organized baseball.

It also charges that 
no accounting had been made of adminis- 
trative expenses, and that it was waste- 
ful to maintain duplicate administrative 
centres. 

To this the women responded on Dec. 28 
that they were well satisfied with the 
working of their office and didn’t propose 
to give it up, and moreover, were doing 
splendid work among widows, their as- 
sociation having been organized ‘‘on the 
evidence that a large number of. Jewish 
widows sent by you to the Department 
of Public Charities, pleaded for relief to 


the commitment of their children.

Action of Organization in Distributing 
its Own Funds Condemned by 
Jewish Communal Council. 





Rival methods of distributing relief to 
the worthy poor so that it will help with- 
out pauperizing, so that for each dime 
given out a dollar will not be consumed 
in administration, figure in a feud that 
has just come to an end between two 
prominent Jewish charitable organiza- 
tions. 

The organizations are the United He- 
brew Charities and the Widowed Mothers’ 
Fund Association, which was organized 
when the former’s funds were temporarily 
exhausted following the panic of 1907. 

The Council of Jewish Communal In- 
stitutions disapproves the Widowed Moth- 
ers’ Fund Association. It, was brought 
before the council by the United Hebrew 
Charities, which didn’t like the work it 
was doing nor the way in which its offi- 
co-operated with theirs after the 
joint board had been agreed upon. 

In making public its decision, 
was determined upon at a meeting on last

The correspondence began on Dec. 14,

The letter then charges that the women! 


The women of the community formed the 
association as a result of scenes wit- 
nessed at the Department of Public Char- 
ities. We call vour attention to your ad- 
mission that vour funds were insufficient 
to longer maintain these homes intact.” 

The United Charities Secretary on Jan. 
3 wrote again saying that the work of 
the women was a negligible quantity in 
proportion to the whole’ sum accom- 
plished, and that it had no influence 
whatever in preventing the breaking up 
of homes. 

That decided the women upon working 
independently, and they replied that in 
the future they would do so. On Jan. 9 
they sent the Charities Secretary a list 
of thirteen families over whom they 
would in the future exercise all needful 
care. 

“This action on vour part,’ was the 
prompt reply, ‘‘demonstrates the cor- 
rectness of your contention that the ex- 
istence of your organization causes a 
wasteful expenditure of the funds of the 
community. Relief by this society in 
these cases has been suspended—in every 
case for good reasons. 

**In the opinion of the board, the taking 
over of these cases by your organization 
encourages pauperism and is a decided 
detriment to the orderly administration 
of relief.’’ 

At this stage of the disagreement the 
Council of Jewish Communal Institutions 
took a hand as a mediator and appointed 
a committee of three, consisting of Judge 
Samuel Greenbaum, Lee Kohns, and Leo- 
pold Plaut, to patch up a truce. The 
committee worked for a month upon a 
plan by which the women would retain 
their organization as collectors of money 
for charity, but would dispense with their 


| system of paying it out, turning all this 


work over to the United Hebrew Chari- 
ties. It failed to obtain the women’s 
agreement to this plan, and finally, on 
March 21, reported these recommenda- 
tions, which were adopted: 

Resolved, That the action of the Charities 
in discontinuing their relations with the 
Widowed Mothers’ Fund Association is ap- 
proved and that the independent activity of 
the latter association is disapproved. 

Your committee is of the opinion that the 
action of the Widowed Mothers’ Fund Asso- 
ciation encourages pauperism, and need- 
lessly duplicates work already done by the 
United Hebrew Charities which that organ- 
ization {s competent and able to do both 
financially and in fact. 

The women of the Widowed Mother 
Fund Association plan to continue their 
independent activity regardless of the ac- 
tion taken against them, and to furnish 
a list of families they are caring for to 
the United Hebrew Charities, so that 
there will not be duplication of work on 
account of overlapping effort. If the 
United Hebrew Charities will reciprocate 
in this service the women say they will 
get along with it very well.

In the words 
of Count Okuma, the book is a “ living 
history written by living men.”’ Its ob- 
ject is, on the one hand, the preserva- 
tion of an authoritative account of the 
development of Japan during the half 
century that has elapsed since its open 
ing to foreign intercourse, and on the 
other a wider diffusion both at home 
and abroad of accurate knowledge con- 
cerning the present condition of the em- 
pire. It is in consonance with the object 
that the book was published both in 
Japanese and in English. The Japanese 
edition, almost as voluminous as the 
tranSlation, was issued two years ago, 
and is enjoying immense popularity in 
Japan. A certain significance may be 
read into the fact that the English edi- 
tion is dedicated to the King of Eng- 
land, “‘ whose influence with Japan has 
been most widespread and salutary.” 
Would it be too hasty to take the few 
simple words of the dedication for an 
indication of Japan's national desire to 
continue the political arrangement 
which she entered into with the great 
maritime power of the West, first in 
1902, and again in 1905? 

Among the themes treated in the 
book are foreign relations, the consti- 
tution, political parties, national de- 
fense, jurisprudence, and legal institu- 
tions, the police and prisons, local and 
municipal government, public finance, 
communications, economic development, 
language, religion, and philosophy, edu- 
cation, science, Hterature and the fine 
arts. While the primary object of the 
book is the faithful description of new 
Japan, yet, in the judgment of the edi- 
tor, the rapid progress of the insular 
nation since the of its doors 
cannot be fully explained without con. 
stant reference to the history of the 
five-and-twenty centuries that preceded 
it. In so far, therefore, ‘“‘as the work 
describes the characteristics of the 
people of Japan and the unfolding of 
their national destinies, this narrative 
of New Japan is also a concise and ac- 
curate résumé’ of the history of the 
empire from the very beginning of lis 
existence. It is therefore befitting that 
the book should begin with a chapter 
by Count Okuma setting forth in an ad- 
mirable manner a summary of the his- 
tory of Japan, and end with a conclud- 
ing chapter also from the pen of the 
Count, wherein an attempt is made to 
show the spirit and ideals underlying 
the facts and events described in the 
preceding chapters. Besides these two 
chapters, Count Okuma contributes 
three articles entitied, respectively, 
“The Last of the Shoguns and His 
Views on the Restoration,” “ The His- 
tory of Politica] Parties,”’ and “ Culture 
and Education in Old Japan.’

Although there are distinct advan- 
tages in assigning different chapters 
to various writers, each thoroughly con- 
versant with the subject he deals with, 
the shortcomings of such a method are 
by no means insignificant, and unless 
the editor unscrupulously employs the 
“biue pencil,”’ the result is often dis- 
appointing.

To him the 
Japanese combines in his character the 
culture of the Athenian and the courage 
of the Spartan; he is not unlike the 
Greeks and Romans of yore in his idea 
of the State, considering it the height 
of glory to live and die for it; he its 
innocently fond of doing good to others, 
but he is at the same time possessed of 
an intense feeling of patriotism, and re- 
sents the slightest insult put upon the 
dignity of his country; he is singularly 
free from envy and jealousy, and pos- | 
sesses a refining power latent in his 
spiritual life, enabling him to receive 
foreign doctrines and institutions with 
little mutual conflict. The development 
of such enviable qualities is mainly at- 
tributable to the fact that the Japanese 
nation is the outcome of a harmonious 
commingling of various races. In re-

So, 
oo, the Malayan element has been 4i- 
vested of its treacherous ferocity, and 
has survived only in its adventurous 
spirit. 


Accepting these conclusions for what 
they are worth, let us pass on to Ja- 
pan’s policies and aspirations. The 
Mikado’s empire has no ambition for 
territorial aggrandizement; only she in- 
sists that civilization fs not a monopoly 
of Western nations, but the heritage of 
Asiatic countries as well. If Japan fails 
to fulfill the duties prescribed by the 
position which she has gained from 
gradual assimilation of civilization, she 
shall be disloyal to that civilization 
which has influenced her so profoundly. 
The open door and equal opportunity 
being the basis of her policy, she has 
endeavored, and will endeavor, to carry 
the benefits of Western civilization 
through the action of these principles 
to her neighbors, China and Korea. She 
desires, by the co-operation of her An- 
gio-Saxon friends to engage in the glo- 
rious humanitarian work of civilizing 
the two Oriental nations now deeply 
sunk in misery. And here it is inter- 
esting to note Count Okuma’s allusion 
to the Japanese question in America. 
He asserts that Japan is deservedly de- 
termined to be recognized by the world 
@s a@ great nation, and sees an affront 
to that aspiration in the act of a certain 
Western nation to discriminate against 
ber subjects. He says: 


I do not in any way sympathize 
with the idea that by eending abroad 
emigrants who become a cause of do- 
mestic trouble in the country of their 
destination, the rights or honor of a 
great and civilized power such as ours 
claims to be will be served But I 
contend that. when a treaty power 
geeks to enact a law restricting the 
immigration of our laborers, the terms 
of such restriction should be analo- 
gous, and even tdentical, with those 
applicable to the peoples of other great 
powers or civilized countries.

A Study of the Effects of Eco- 
nomic Conditions in the Fif- 
teenth Century, by Mr. 

A. Abram. 





HIS entertaining little book*® is 
a University of London thesis. 
The author is a Cambridge man 
and a student of economics, He 
has examined documents in the British 
Public Record office for his study of 
the effects of industrial and commercial 
development on the social life in Eng- 
land in the fifteenth century as dili- 
gently as Prof. Wallace has studied 
them for information relating to Shake- 
speare. He has found good material in 
reports of early chancery proceedings 
and in court rolls. He considers his 
chosen century a most critical period 
in English history, not because of its 
famous civil wars and its contests with 
France and the martial glory that be- 
longs to it, but because it was an era 
of genuine industrial development. 


The merchant and the artisan then 
began to feel their importance. New 
ideas were introduced in social life. In 
the fourteenth century the production 
of wool was England’s greatest indus- 
try. A century later the making of 
cloth was the most profitable occupa- 
tion of the people. While they learned 
to make cloth they also learned to pro- 
test against the overtaxation of cloth. 
The English soon made good cloth. 
They could compete with the Floren- 
tines. The worsted weavers turned out 
vervise, carsey, broadcloth, drap de 
cremosyn, fustian, serge, mustrevalers, 
and many other woolen fabrics, coarse 
and fine. New laws were enacted gov- 
erning the clothmaking industry. By 
the middle of the century silk was made 
in England in such large quantities 
that protests were made against its im- 
portation. Lace, gloves, hats, cutlery, 
and candlesticks were also largely man- 
ufactured. Coal was mined in large 
quantities. Salt was manufactured and 
the brewers began to be moneymakers. 
Dutch and German beers were frowned 
upon. Brickmaking was learned from 
Holland, and in the first Tudor reign 
the British gunmaker became a person 
of importance e. 

Engiand had long built its own lit- 
tle ships, but the industry of big 
ship building now grew enormously. 
The first dry dock was constructed in 
Portsmouth in 1495. The employment 
of foreign shipbuilders was discounte- 
nanced. linen milis, bell foundries, 
carpet and tapestry manufactories were 
established in many towns. The guilds 
of workmen came into existence; labor 
was highly specialized. The bread 
bakers were not permitted to make pies. 
Three crafts were employed in making 
a knife. A sheather could not make a 
blade, nor could a cutler, who made only 
the handle and fitted the 
gether. The strike 
istence. 

Travel was accomplished on foot or 
horseback, the roads were very bad; 
carts were common, but carriages and 
chariots very rare. The law in the first 
quarter of the fourteenth century was 
that every man must make and repair 
the road in front of his house. By the 
middle of the century the authorities 
hired roadmakers and taxed the people 
for the cost of their work. But travel 
by water was and inexpensive

and other towns were established.

There were high duties on all importa- 
tions except books. The people were 
learning to reed. 

With the growth of industry social 
changes were inevitable. Money as- 
sumed a new value, Great nobles and 
priests engaged in commerce. Royal 
personages sought special commercial 
privileges. Material comforts were now 
prized, and the peasant found new ave- 
nues to wealth and distinction. His 
small chance for individual develop- 
ment had previously been confined to 
the Church and the army. Sumptuary 
laws prescribing a certain dress for 
each class of society became dead let- 
ters. It was said by foreigners that 
the English worshipped money above 
all things else. The death knell of feud- 
alism was sounded. Yet it died hard. 
It is not yet quite extinct. 

The table of the common folks im- 
proved wonderfully. Thirty or forty vari- 
eties of fish were in the markets. Spices 
and French and Spanish wines were 
plentiful. A whole lamb cost a shilling 
and a penny, a shoulder and breast of 
mutton 5d. Gascon wine was 8d. a gal- 
lon. Wheat was 8d. a bushel, a capon 
8d.; two soles could be bought for 5d., 
and two haddocks for 4d. Shoes for 
the footmen of King Henry VII. cost 
6d. a pair. A horse could be hired fif- 
teen days for 6s. and Sd., but the hirer 
had to feed the horse. Wages were 
correspondingly low, of course, while 
royalty wore cloth of gold costing $45 a 
yard. It cost the Queen, however, only 
4s. to have a “‘ gowne of tauny saten” 
made. 

It is a curious study, based on a mul- 
titude of scraps of information, on Latin 
entries and scrawls of old English, of 
the awakening of the English people a 
century and more before the Renais- 
Ssance and the golden age of English 
poetry. It was the earliest dawn of 
material progress in England. The peo- 
ple had been serfs. Warriors and priests 
had ruled them. Now they were pre- 
paring, blindly, blunderingly, to rule 
themselves. A struggle was beginning 
which was to last for centuries. Mr. 
Abram’s book is therefore a valuable 
contribution to the study of English so- 
cial history. It comprehends the rise 
of commerce, the self-assertion of the 
middle classes, the breaking down of 
ancient traditions, the earliest develop- 
ment of labor problems. It is handy 
for reference, and includes a valuable 
list of authorities. 





A MYSTERY UNRAVELED. 


DETECTIVE story that carries a 
new sort of interest and is not lack- 
ing in freshness of charm is the 
achievement which Roman Doubleday can 
lay to his credit in ‘The Red House on 
Rowan Street,” (Little, Brown & Co., 
$1.50.) This effect of freshness is due 
partly to the lively manner of treatment, 
and partly to the unconventional way in 
which the theme is unfolded. There are 
also touches of humor and apt character- 
izations—as when the author says of a 
pompous man that his progress down the 
street “‘had all the effect of a proces- 
sion ’’—that add greatiy to the reader's 
entertainment.

The first part of the present work en- 
ters into the details of Byron's sojourn 
in Greece and his death. It is derived 
from well-known accounts and con- 
tains practically no new material. It 
has, however, the advantage of present- 
ing ‘“‘ records made on the spot by men 
whose works are now, for the most 
part, out of print,” and should be, 
herefore, a convenient reference book 
for those who have not ready access 
to the original accounts. 

The major part of the volume is de- 
voted to a discussion of the unhappy 
circumstances surrounding Byron's 
separation from his wife. Mr. Edg- 
cumbe remarks: 


Unfortunately, the late Lord Love- 


lace, in giving his sanction to the 
baseless and forgotten slanders of a 
bygone age, has recently assailed the 
memory of Byron's half sister and 
has set a mark of infamy upon her 
which cannot be erased without re- 
ferring to matters which ought never 
to have been mentioned. 

The crux of Mr. Edgcumbe’s defense 
of Mrs. Leigh lies in the assertion that 
not only was she not guilty of the 
crime of which she was accused but 
that she was actually a willing sacri- 
fice on the altar of friendship and sis- 
terly devotion. He contends that her 
actions, enigmatic as they have seemed, 
were directed to one end—the decep- 
tion of Lady Byron, in order to shield 
Mary Chaworth, the one love of the 
poet’s life. If Mr. Edgcumbe’s con- 
tention is true then Mrs. Leigh appears 
in a new light—her sacrifice, however 
ill-advised, was chivalrous. 

However, our author is not wholly 
consistent. If Mrs. Leigh were pos- 
sessed of the brave fortitude and noble, 
if mistaken, spirit with which he en- 
dows her it is strange that he should 
accept Lord Lovelace’s descriptions of 
her whenever such quotations seem to 
prove that certain poems could not 
have been addressed to her. For in- 
stance: “ There was apparently an ab- 
sence of all deep feeling in her mind, 
of anything on which a strong impres- 
sion could be made.” It is scarcely 
necessary to go into the details by 
which Mr. Edgcumbe contradicts him- 
self; he is so extremely partisan that 
he succeeds in being convincing on 
only one point—his earnest endeavor to 
prove the validity of his own explana- 
tion of the affair. 

In his chapters on “* What the Poems 
Reveal,” he does not, perhaps, make 
sufficient allowance for the Thespian 
qualities of the poet. It is frequently 
a mistake to read a poem literally for 
the facts of the poet’s life. Byron’s 
faults loom very large, but after all 
the man is dead; his poetry lives. 
Every artist, in whatever field he may 
labor, knows-—-and those who are not 
artists would do well to remember— 
that the actual occurrences of life are 
seldom or never transferred unaltered 
to the realm of art; they are merely 
the starting point, the nucleus about 
which are gathered impressions and 
emotions which may have been entire- 
ly unrelated to the stimulus which 
seems so obvious to the too discerning 
critic.

What more obvious than that the 
girl should keep on coming every day to 
pose and talk to the painter afterward? 
What more piquant than that she should 
resolve to marry him and plumply tell 
him so, smiling incredulously at his sok 
ernn professions of utter devotion to Art 
and brushing aside as preposterous his re- 
peated and emphatic statements that he 
does not want to marry, will not marry, 
and is not in the least in love with her- 
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‘ The conclusion, of course, is foredoomed. 
The girl is the daughter of the most emi- 
nent financial pirate of the hour and not 
less piratic in instinct than her parent. 
The necessary complications grow, in fact, 
not out of the young man’s firmness, but 
out of the inevitable social aspirations of 
Mr. and Mrs, Pirate, who have already 
married one daughter to an Earl. The 
matinée idol is no match at all for Miss 
Pirate. 

It is in the use of the admirable possi- 
bilities of this situation that the limita- 
tions of the author in the matter of humor 
and taste appear. Miss Pirate, disguised 
as woodsprite or in her proper character 
as minx, says all the startling things that 
the topsy-turvy situation demands; the 
matinée idol falls into her traps or coun- 
ters her moves according to cue. But the 
dialogue does not flow artlessly like the 
brook. It betrays the mechanic throb of 
the pump. 

There are times in the course of the 
narrative when Mr. Phillips wins your en- 
tire approval by a stroke which shows that 
he has an observing eye; his sense of 
dramatic effects is good, as usual, and 
there is less of that deliberate coarseness 
which he Is in the habit of using to create 
the impression of “strength.” Neverthe- 
less the frightful crudeness of the author’s 
outlook upon civilization and society crops 
out painfully. Comments, scenes, bits of 
colloquy, more than a few, reveal a com- 
placent self-consciousness which belongs 
to the cultural plane of the serious girl 
graduate. Curiously one is more likely to 
find that kind of thing in male authors in 
America than in female authors. But 
American women take on the cosmopolitan 
culture with notorious facility. 

Having said all that he has said, the 
reviewer may as well wind up by admit- 
ting that in spite of these faults—or be- 
cause of them—most readers of fiction 
Will find “ White Magic” not a bad story.

Mr. Griffith, Secretary of the 
Prison Reform League, Writes 
Instructively of Prisons 





and Prison Abuses. 


—_—= 


POWERFUL and convincing plea 
for prison reform is made in & 
little book entitled ‘Crime and 
Criminals,’’ published at Los An- 

geles, Cal., by the Prison Reform League, 
having its headquarters in that city. The 
book, we judge, is for the most part the 
work of Griffith J. Griffith, Secretary 
and Treasurer of the league, who writes 
with an exceptional understanding of his 
subject, inasmuch as, in addition to the 
knowledge that is within the reaoh of the 
ordinary person who cares to investigate 
prison management and discipline, he 
has that somewhat exclusive and, for his 
present purpose, distinctly desirable 
knowledge of those matters which only 
convicts may obtain. 

Mr. Griffith not long ago spent two 
years as the inmate of the State prison 
at Gan Quentin, Cal. He was sent there 
vpon conviction of an assault with a 
deadly weapon; but it should be remarked 
in passing that he insisted, at the time 
oi his trial, and still insists, that the 
affair upon which his conviction was 
based was purely accidental. 

Mr. Griffith's coniention—and, indeed, 
tbat of the entire book—is that the crim- 
inologists of the old school are griev- 
ously wrong in making their prisons 
earthly helis to the inmates. Against 
the olf doctrine that the proper thing 
for a prison warden to do is to make his 
convicts miserable and keep them miser- 
able is placed the modern idea that every- 
thing possible should be done by those 
who have charge of prisoners to improve 
them mentally, morally, and physically, 
and that no bruta) punishments should be 
inflicted, nor any unnecessary punish 
ments of any sort. 

The prison of the old style, it is con- 
tended, graduates worse men than it 
takes in, while the prison managed ac- 
cording to the modern scientific and hu- 
mane plan makes many a bad man into 
a good one. 


In order that those of us who have not 
been convicts and have not made our 
own investigations with respect to alleged 
prison abuses and mismanagement may be 
in position to judge intelligently between 
the old-style prison and the new, a maas 
of undoubtedly authoritative information 
is presented—some of it first hand, like 
Mr. Griffith's graphic and intensely inter- 
esting account of his two years at San 
Quentin; the rest of it obtained from 
what seem to be relia sources 
One who examines this evidence witb 
care and with open mind will fail to come 
to the conclusion that horrible and un 
necessary cruelties have been practiced in 
our American prisous; that fiendish meth- 
ods appliances hav been invented 
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Reformatory and in other Amerjcan pris- 
ons have lost their lives while having 
their wills broken. 

The Prison Reform League would do 
away with the straitjacket, the lash and 
the paddle, the water cure, the electric 
“humming bird,” and ali the other in- 
struments and methods of torture which 
brutal prison officials have devised for 
the punishment of convicts. It stands for 
probation, parole, and the indeterminate 
sentence, and the treatment of convicts, 
while they are in prison, with the greatest 
possible kindness consistent with disci- 
pline and the proper administration of 
justice. 

To all its recommendations, except the 
one which calls for the abolition of the 
death penalty, it is easy to give approv- 
al; as to that the very least that may be 
said in opposition to the league’s view is 
that at the present moment the prevailing 
judgment in America is that the world 
has no use whatever for the murderer.

“ACCORDING TO MARIA.” 


RS. JOHN LANE has the gift of 

M of gifts, humor. Her new book, 

“ According to Maria,’’ (The John 

Lane Company, $1.50,) radiates it from 

every page—the lambent, diffusive kind, 
as pervasive as atmosphere. 

Maria is a social) climber, who has 
far to climb. She is sadly handicapped 
by a husband in trade, the retail trade at 
that, whose ‘‘ middle-class soul” is hope- 
lessly out of harmony with her own, and 
by a daughter who altogether falls to 
respond to her mother’s ambitions for her, 
especially the supreme ambition of seeing 
“the announcement tn ‘The Morning 
Post’ that a marriage had been arranged 
between Diana and anything with a title.”’ 

In spite of all this, poor Maria bravely 
mounts the social ladder, and her failures 
and successes, with the Marian philosophy 
of life therefrom resulting, are set forth 
for the unspeakable delectation of us whu 
read by the friend of her childhood, 
Margery Brown. 

Why Margery pvt up with Maria’s 
enubs and slights—all the worse for being 
go unconsciously delivered: why she en- 
@ured Maria's egotistic monologue, and 
the frank revelation of her selfish 
schemings, is at first rather puzzling; but 
the reader soon grasps the interpretation. 
First Maria is perfect of her kind, and 
any perfection has a fascination of tits 
own; also, she has no ray nor scintilla of 
the humor with which Margery is iri- 
descent, and nothing so appeals to a per- 
son with a sense of humor as one who 
has none—witness certain marriages we 
all wot of. So Margery lends a giad ear 
to the details of Maria's artless mean- 
Resses, and writes them all down with a 
twinkling eye and a tolerant smile. She 
loves Maria as Mr. Bennett loved 
Mr. Collins, for her exquisite absurdi- 
ty. Moreover, such is Mrs. Lane’s deli- 
cate art, we are made to feel, as we are 
sure Margery felt, that Maria, after all, 
ig sound at the core, and we heartily con- 
gratulate her when she “arrives” by a 
most unexpected route. . 





As for her talk, she is as inconsequent ! 





and as dear as Mrs Nickleby, and almost 
} equally do we hug her sayings to our 
hearts. 

Could anytbing be more delightful than 
her characterization of Bacon as “ the 
man who thought he wrote Shake- 
speare’”’? Or her observation of crit! 
cism in general, that “if you don’t know, 
it ig always safe to say that a thing is 
horrid.” But it is not wise to begin to 
quote from a book replete with tempting 
bits. : 

To view life “ according to Maria” 16 
to find new zest therein, If we are not 
quite comfortable afterward it is because 
we have been made vaguely aware of the 
Marianess that fs in us all; and even 8&5 
we laugh we wince just a little and try 
to extract- from our consciences certain 
“jong, thin, poihted things’’ Mrs. Lane 
has subtly lodged therein. 

For Maria's absurdities are the absurd- 
ities of humanity, Perhaps no rea] Wo- 
man ever held quite so many in her own 
person, just as nobody ever measured UP 
to the opulent personalities of Dickens; 
but few are the women who may not find 
in her quite startlingly true bits of them- 
selves, while her whimsical analysis of 
the methods and standards of the society 
which she is straining every nerve to 
enter is the cleverest possible satire upon 
it. And always the “ Tu quoque,” like the 
dlights to Margery, comes home the more 
surely for its innocence of intent. 

It is an original, sparkling book from 
the pen of a kindly as well as a keen 
critic of life. Some one has said that 
Thackeray could not have painted a snob 
s0 well unless he had loved him. Mrs. 
Lane has been mindful of Izaak Walton’s 
exhortation in regard to the frog, and 
has impaled her Maria as though she 
loved her, so making her far more ef- 
fective than tf she had slain her with 
denunciation. It is needless to add that 
Mrs. Lane’s workmanship possesses her 
hall marks—lightness of touch and @istinc- 
tion of style. 


ON THE BORDERLANDO.~ 

The Marquis2 Clara Lanza, author of & 
number of novels, has told the story in 
* The Dwelier on the Borderland’ (John 
Joseph McVey, Philadelphia, $1.50,) of 
the conversion to Catholicism of a brii- 
Hant young American. Her hero comes 
to New York with his young wife, a com- 
monplace, peevish, slatternly girl, hoping 
to make his way in intellectual pursuits. 
He first secures @ position as tutor to a@ 
lad in @ wealthy family and presently he 
and the boy’s young aunt fall in love with 
each other.

Playwrights, Players, and How 
Plays Are Made, Consider- 
ed in a New Volume by 
Prof. Matthews. 





interesting chapters, the in- 
formation he has acquired by long 
study end acute observation as to 
how plays are made, Prof. Matthews 
does not hope to teach folks how to make 
plays.* This sounds paradoxical, but it 
is probably good common sense. Surely 
you cannot teach a man to play the vio- 
lin by telling him how the violin is 
played. One of our most strenuous and 
earnest writers on the construction of 
plays and the tecnnique of the drama, 
Mr. W. 'l. Price, insists that no dramatist 
can depend on the possession of an in- 
herent gift for playwriting. He must 
learn the rules, and anybody can learn 
them with diligent application, and, hav- 
ing learned them, can make a play. 
Whether or not the play thus made will 
be worth the labor depends, we sup- 
pose, on the inborn gift. 

But Prof. Matthews has not written 
to encourage or inspire budding drama- 
tists. He believes that ‘“ the Tundamental 
principles of the drama are the same 
throughout the ages, and that they can 
be discovered as well in the plays of 
Sophocles as in the plays of Shakespeare, 
as well in the plays of Moliére as in the 
plays of Ibsen." His new collected essays 
are all based on this thesis. There are a 
baker’s dozen of them, al! previously 
published in various periodicals, and now 
revised and expanded. They treat of 
the influence of actors, the law of the 
drama, traditions and conventions, the 
rules of dramatic characterization, the 
‘logic of econstruction,”’ the poetic 
drama, the unities. In an appendix there 
are ‘‘suggestions for study’ and a 
bibliography. There are pictures and 
diagrams illustrating the construction of 
ancient and modern theatres. 

The structural framework of plays Is 
considered rather than any psychology or 
philosophy they may contain. Prof. Mat- 
thews writes particularly about the mak- 
ing of the drama, not the writing of 
poetry. The scope of his book compre-

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hends the entire history of 
from Thespis to Belasco and Clyde Fitch. 
The stage of Greece and Rome, the me 
diaeval stage with its mysteries and 
miracie plays, the Spanish drama, the 
rise of the French theatre, the forerune- 
ners of the Elizabethans, the school of 
Mariowe and Shakespeare, the Restora- 
tion stage, the eighteenth century drama, 
the theatre of Italy, Germany, and Scan- 
dinavia, the contemporary Americag 
drama, are all considered dispassionatcly 
and with the unfailing buoyancy of man- 
ner which Prof. Matthews never loses 
when he writes of the theatre. 

The book always interests, 
twice it amazes. Matthews the 
death of the unities at the time of the 
rise of Victor Hugo. They were, presum- 
ably, never buried. Of course the Eliza- 
bethans ignored them, but that is another 
Story. ‘After Hernani had biown his 
trumpet and the hollow walls of classi- 
cism had fallen with a crash, the doctrine 
of the three unities was finally disestab- 
ished."" In our own time, he declares, no 
playwright ever gives a thought to ihe 
preservation of the unities. Yet he admits 
that Dumas fils, Ibsen, and others fre- 
quently confine the action of a play to a 
single day and a single place. But he 
infers that Duinas and Ibsen would have 
been not a little surprised if told that in 
‘“‘ Francillion”™ and ‘* Ghosts” they had 
preserved the unities. This reminds us 
of an anecdote, trivial, perhaps, but rele- 
vant. A smal! boy assigned to speak a 
piece at a school reception was decked 
out by his mother with a huge lavender 
necktie and lavender gloves. After he 
had spoken his speech none of his school- 
mates referred to the incident out of pure 
courtesy, but a few days later one of the 
other boys was impelled by curiosity to 
break through the restraint, as follows: 
“Say, did you notice how exactly your 
gloves matched your necktie? ”’

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“CHRONICLES OF OLDFIELDS.” 
Thomas N. Allen is a resident of the 
State of Washington, who, for the writing 
of this quaint bock, has gone back to the 
memories of his youth in a Kentucky 
town in the days “ before the war.’ He 
has given to his ‘‘ chronicles"’ the sem- 
blance of a sketchy, biographic sort of 
tiction and describes the prominent char- 
acters of the sleepy, dignified little town 
and some of the exciting incidents in its 
history as if he had himself lived and 
died as the schoolmaster of the place.

thor says of the series of sketches: ““They 


are the recollections of an old man and I, 
in my seventieth year, dedicate them t« 
*he old men of the country.”’ 
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AN INTERRUPTED FRIENDSHIP. 
EW novels begin befter than “ An 
IF Interrupted Friendship,” by E. L. 
Voynich, (The Macmillan Company, 
$1.50.) It opens with the death of a gentie 
Marquise in rural Burgundy, leaving a 
husband, who is a middle-aged Egyptoio- 
gist, two haif-grown boys, and a baby 
girl. The Marquis is poor; ‘what to do 
with his children is a problem. Finally 
he decides to send Henri, the elder, to a 
Cistercian college, to accept for René the 
offer of a brother in England to take him 
into his family and to send him to school 
with his own boys, and to place his little 
girl with the sister of her mother, rais- 
ing the money by rigorous self-denial and 
by selling part of his impoverished estate. 
The differentiation of character caused 
by these varying environments is an in- 
teresting study, which the author success- 
fully develops. She strikes her first false 
note, however, in representing on the 
part of two of the children a life-long 
animosity against their father because of 
his disposition of them in their childhood, 
an animosity the more unreasonable since 
the old Marquis had not only effaced him- 
self that he might provide for them, but 
is portrayed as a father who makes no 
demands, who silently longs for their af- 
fection, and who bears himself always 
with courtesy, gentleness, consideration— 
by far the most admirable character in 
the story. 

However, the first peges are full of 
promise. René returns after eight years 
in England to all intents a hearty Eng- 
lish boy. He finds Marguerite a cripple 
from an accident in her infancy. ‘The 
two form an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, against those who most love and 
cherish the bedridden child. René dis- 
covers there ts hope of her cure, and 
joins an expedition to explore the tribu- 
tarles of the Upper Amazon that he may 
have money for the long and costly treat- 
ment necessary. 

With the introduction of the party of 
explorers, painful stories hegin. ‘Three- 
fourths of the book is filled with the 
tragedies of sin and shame, with anguish, 
physical and mental; with baffling mys- 
teries and useless misunderstandings, and 
a final cruel crumbling of a friendship 
which should have had faith to rise above 
its apparent betrayal—at least to seek an 
explanation. There is a hint of a death 
by fiendish torture, of a character in 
whom readers of the author's former book 
will recognize the prototype of the Gad- 
fly. Picked up by the exploring party in 
the wiids of South America, where among 
other things he has acted as a circus 
clown, Felix enters into the later nar- 
rative and exerts a lasting influence upon 
the lives of the brother and sister. 

Marguerite in the end utterly fails the 
brother whose life has been one long act 
of devotion to her; the Gadfly far less 
appealing than when first we made his 
acquaintance thirteen years ago, goes off 
to his fate, and we leave René alone 
among the ruins of his worid. 

The book fs written with omly too much 
viger for the reader's peace of mind, but 
it is unequal and disappointing; particu- 
larly is this true in the author's attempt 
to link this work more by suggestion 
than otherwise with her masterpiece, 
‘The Gadfly.”” To one unfamiliar with 
the former story much of ‘“ An Interrupt- 
ed Friendship’’ must remain incompre- 
hensible. 

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN. 

EB have now a new publication, in 
large handsome type, of the un- 
mutilated and correct version of 

“The Autobiography of Benjamin Frank- 
lin,” whieh reproduces the manuscript 
obtained in Paris in 1867 by John 
Bigelow, (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, $1.50.) 
It is printed in the text prepared by Mr. 
Bigelow for the Collected Edition of 
Franklin’s Works, which was published 
in 1879, and {tt is accompanied by Mr. 
Bigelow’s very interesting account of his 
discovery and purchase of the manuscript. 

According to Mr. Bigelow most of the 
versions of Franklin's autobiography are 
reprints of a translation from the French 
language, in which it was first presented 
to the world. No publication of the work 
as it was written was ever made, we are 
told, until the manuscript found in Paris 
was put into type. The edition published 
im 1816, under the nominal editorship of 
Franklin’s grandson and purporting te 
be a reproduction of the ariginal manu- 
script, Mr. Bigelow declares was set up 
from a copy ef that manuscript, incom- 
plete and ‘“‘ mutilated to suit the taste 
of the time in England, and, it fs pre- 
sumed, the personal exigencies of the 
editor’’ In support of this declaration 
it is pointed out that over 1,200 alterations 
from the original text appear in the 1816 
edition, and that it entirely leaves out 
some of the later pages. 

It may be interesting to recall the fact 
that for the Franklin autobiography a 
eoltection of Franklin letters and a por- 
trait of Franklin, ali of which came to 
him im one lot, Mr. Bigelow paid their 
owner 25,006 francs.

y the opening of Congress in 

1851 Charles Sumner took his 

seat in the Senate on the day 

that Henry Clay “tottered from 
the Senate for the last time.” It 
is a curious coincidence that the lives 
of these two statesmen appear almost 
simultaneously in “ The Amerftan Cri- 
sis Biographies,’ (George W. Jacobs & 
Co., Philadelphia.) Clay has been 


called *“‘compromise incarnate,” Sum- 
ner “conscience incarnate,” and it 
would be easy enough to present them 
in these contrasted roles. But it would 
be essentially’ unfair to Clay and mis- 
leading. No one, we think, can rise 
from the reading of this life-of Clay, 
mainly by his grandson, or this life of 
Sumner by Prof. Haynes without feel- 
ing that the two great and powerful 
leaders were varying types of American 
citizenship with widely differing views 
of the duties of their timé, but each 
faithful to duty and each entitled to the 
admiration and gratitude of his coun- 
trymen. 

Certainly there was striking contrast 
in the birth, training, associations, and 
aspirations of the two men. “ From my 
father,’ exclaimed Clay, when bitterly 
attacked by John Randolph, “] inher-

Mr. Frederic Harrison’s Memories 
—Walt Whitman in England 
—England and the 
English.” 








ONDON, March 16.—I hear from 
Frederic Harrison that he is just 
going on a long journey to Tur- 
key, Greece, and Italy. He has 

been writing his memories—a full, set, 
autobiography, which will run into & 
couple of volumes—and, having finished 
that task, he is taking this holiday. The 
fact shows how vigorous he is at seventy 
and more, and suggests how freshly we 
shall find his reminiscences to be written. 
In particular they are certain to contain 
much about two great friends 9d great 
contemporary figures of Mr. Harrison— 
that is to say, Lord Morley and George 
Meredith. The three were comrades in the 
days of their youth, and those were the 
goodly literary days of what we are al- 
ready calling the Victorian epoch—its 
midsummer, when Tennyson and Brown- 
ing and Swinburne were singing and 
Thomas Carlyle himself was still receiv- 
ing visitors at Chelsea Embankment. 
Meredith has left no autobiography, and 
Lord Morley is not likely to write one, 80 
Frederic Harrison’s will have a quite par- 
ticular value. 

Naturally there will be something in its 
pages about his American friends, and 
very likely about Whitman. This leads 
me to report what several London book- 
sellers tell me, that the rugged and aa- 
mirable Walt grows notabty in favor with 
English buyers of poetry. ‘‘ Got a Whit- 
man in a handy form?” they say, and 
then they pocket the volume and go their 
way. The country and nature have, in 
recent times, become more to the city 
middie classes in England than once was 
the case. They have always, from time 
immemorial, “gone te the country’ for 
their yearly’ holiday. But the ease with 
which it is possible nowadays to get 
about has opened up a new friendship 
with the countryside. It is expressed in 
the term ‘‘ week-ending,’’ which is also 
an inner circumstance in the growth of 
books about the country, topography, 


‘mature studies, and so on. My point is 


that the decided progress of Walt Whit- 
man with the English reader is most lib- 
erally associated with this movement. 
For instance, the present month has seen

N his “Sin and Society,’ published 
some two or more years ago, Prof, 
Indward A. Ross gave an analysis of 
what might be called the changed 

perspective through which present-day 
men and women were accustoming them- 
selves to view what is generically set down 
as sin. The book took account of the evo- 
lutionary process at work in the world&vof 
ethies, and described some of the actual 
results of this process as they are to be 
found in modern = society. Prof. Ross's 
definitions of some of the new aspects of

The famous old document, 
regarded as the first published history 
of New Engiand, was-written in reply 
to various injurious reports in England 
regarding the ecclesiastical and political 
situation in Massachusetts. It covers the 
period from 1628 to 1655.
